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Annual  Drives  To  Support 
Development  Programs 

Efforts  to  raise  funds  needed  for  the  develop- 
ment of  Avila  College  and  St.  Teresa’s  Academy- 
will  begin  during  February.  Participating  in  the 
efforts  will  be  the  Alumnae  Association  and  the 
Board  of  Councilors. 

As  announced  previously  by  Sister  Olive 
Louise,  the  college  president,  the  college  building 
fund  has  been  depleted  to  enable  immediate  con- 
struction of  three  academic  buildings  on  the  new 
campus  at  Santa  Fe  and  Wornall  Roads.  Addi- 
tional funds  amounting  to  $125,000  will  be  needed 
to  furnish  the  buildings  and  ready  them  for 
occupancy  in  September.  The  Academy  will  do 
some  renovation  of  Donnelly  Hall  and  will  pur- 
chase new  equipment  before  the  fall  term. 

Alumnae  Fund  Drive 

General  chairman  for  this  year’s  Alumnae 
Fund  Drive  is  Mrs.  James  P.  Alyward,  Jr.  (Betty 
Bourk,  C’44).  Mrs.  Lawrence  Saeger  (Kathryn 
Kent,  J’37)  is  the  vice  chairman.  The  drive  will 
begin  officially  with  a dinner  on  Sunday,  Feb- 
ruary 17. 

Mrs.  Alyward  has  announced  that  the  drive 
will  be  similar  to  past  drives  except  for  the  han- 
dling of  all  general  mailing  through  the  college 
Alumnae  office.  Limited  personal  solicitation 
will  be  done  by  members  of  a committee  formed 
by  Mrs.  Saeger. 

Continuing  Support  Program 

Put  into  operation  in  February  will  be  a 
plan  to  further  the  development  of  Avila.  At  the 
Board  of  Councilors  meeting  on  Jan.  15,  the 
Board  adopted  a Continuing  Support  Program, 
co-chairmanned  by  Mr.  Roy  Daly  and  Mr.  Thomas 
Reardon,  both  members  of  the  Board. 

Under  their  leadership,  a new  organization, 
Envoys  for  Avila  College,  is  being  formed.  The 
immediate  aim  of  the  Envoys  is  to  aid  in  raising 
the  $125,000  needed  for  equipment.  In  succeed- 
ing years,  they  will  continue  to  obtain  community 
support  for  college  expansion.  . ,4: 


Campus  Progress  Report 


Construction  began  on  the  new  Avila  college 
campus  on  Jan.  10.  Contracts  were  received  by 
Massman  Construction  Company,  Mid-West 
Mechanical  Contractors,  and  J.  H.  Mackay  Elec- 
tric Company. 

Ground  was  broken  for  the  new  campus  at 
118th  and  Wornall  Road  in  southern  Kansas  City 
on  Nov.  21,  1962.  This  long-awaited  event  was 
preceded  earlier  in  the  day  by  a High  Mass,  a 
breakfast,  and  a motorcade  to  the  site.

New  Name  for  College 

During  the  ceremonies,  Sister  Olive  Louise, 
president,  announced  the  decision  to  change  the 
name  of  the  college.  By  the  time  this  issue  of  the 
Newsletter  is  received,  the  College  of  St.  Teresa 
will  be  Avila  College,  the  legal  change  having  been 
effected  in  mid-January.  Sister  Olive  Louise 
cited  three  reasons  for  adopting  the  new  name: 
it  will  serve  to  further  distinguish  the  college 
from  the  academy,  as  well  as  from  the  College  of 
St.  Teresa  in  Winona,  Minn.;  and  it  will  permit 
the  college  to  retain  St.  Teresa  of  Avila  as  its 
patroness  saint. 

Shortly  after  groundbreaking  ceremonies, 
bids  on  the  first  construction  phase  were  re- 
quested from  contracting  firms  in  the  city.  Bids 
were  received  and  opened  on  Dec.  28,  1962. 

Building  Construction 

The  academic  and  library-administration 
buildings  are  under  immediate  construction.  As 
they  near  completion,  construction  will  begin  on 
the  Fine  Arts  Center.  Funds  in  addition  to  those 
presently  available  to  the  college  will  be  required 
for  furnishing  the  three  buildings.

The  academic  building  will  be  built  of  rein- 
forced concrete  with  an  exterior  facing  of  red- 
toned  brick.  Window  areas  will  be  of  grey  glare- 
reducing  glass.  The  building  will  feature  atriums 
at  the  ends  of  sky-lighted  corridors.  The  atriums 
will  open  onto  balconies. 

The  interior  will  be  of  metal  lathe  and  plaste4 
with  some  use  of  face  brick.  It  will  be  year- 
around  air-conditioned.  Fluorescent  lighting  will 
be  used.  Walls  will  be  painted  in  muted  pastel 
colors.  Food  services  will  be  temporarily  located 
on  the  ground  floor  until  the  Student  Center  is 
completed. 

The  other  two  buildings  will  be  of  similar 
exterior  and  interior  structure.  The  library  will 
be  day-lighted  on  two  sides  with  openings  onto 
stoned  courts.  Fronting  the  administration- 
library  building  will  be  a land-scaped  entrance 
court. 


Student  Service  Buildings 

Late  in  1962,  the  college  was  awarded  an 
HHFA  loan  of  $1,081,000  for  the  construction  of 
a dormitory  and  the  student  center,  and  the 
government  requires  that  the  college  participate 
in  the  cost  of  the  student  center  construction. 

According  to  Sister  Olive  Louise,  the  dormi- 
tory, originally  scheduled  for  completion  by  Jan- 
uary, 1964,  has  now  been  scheduled  for  occupancy 
at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term,  1964.  In  thg 
meantime,  arrangements  have  been  made  for  6^ 
students  to  reside  at  Rossiter  Hall. 

The  change  in  building  schedule  was  made  to 
eliminate  the  possibility  of  repaying  the  loan  with 
a partial  income. 


College  Offers 
Lecture  on  Africa 

“Africa  Chooses  Its  Future”  will  be  the  sub- 
ject of  the  final  public  lecture  of  the  year,  to  be 
presented  on  Monday,  March  4,  at  8:15  p.m.,  in 
the  Music  and  Arts  Auditorium.  The  speaker 
will  be  Dr.  Thomas  P.  Melady,  president  of  Con- 
sultants for  Overseas  Relations,  Inc.,  a manage- 
ment consulting  firm. 

Dr.  Melady  has  served  with  the  International 
Cooperation  Administration  in  Africa,  and  taught 
at  the  Ethiopian  University  College  of  Addis 
Ababa.  In  1960  he  served  as  chairman  of  the 
Princeton  Conference  on  “American  Youth  Serv- 
ing Abroad.”  He  is  one  of  the  originators  of  the 
movement  which  was  to  become  known  as  the 
Peace  Corps. 

Many  leading  magazines  carry  articles  based 
on  Dr.  Melady’s  frequent  travels  to  Africa  and 
to  other  underdeveloped  areas  of  the  world.  Dr. 
Melady  is  also  the  author  of  several  books,  in- 
cluding Profiles  of  African  Leaders  and  The 
Future  of  The  White  Man  in  Black  Africa. 

Dr.  Melady  will  be  on  the  Avila  campus  Mon- 
day, March  4 and  Tuesday,  March  5.  In  addition 
to  his  public  lectures,  he  will  discuss  the  problems 

if  today’s  Africa  in  student  seminars  and  an 
fternoon  convocation. 

Admission  to  the  evening  lecture  is  compli- 
mentary, and  alumnae  and  friends  of  the  College 
are  cordially  invited  to  attend.
